D C. - Economy ad­ 
vocates in Congress hope that a 
d^ive by 32 Senators to block off 
the “ back door” approach to the 
U.S. Treasury will have a restrain­ 
ing effect on proposals for profli­ 
gate government spending. 
Spearheaded 
by 
Senator Byrd 
(D * Va.), chairm an of the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee, the cam ­ 
paign is inteded to prevent gov­ 
ernm ent spending not approved by 
the Senate and House Appropria­ 
tion Committees. 
By by-passing these committees, 
Senator Byrd estim ates that up­ 
wards of $200 billion in spending 
ha* been provided since the pro­ 
cedure was first used for the Re­ 
construction Finance Corporation. 
Two m ajor bills passed by the 
Senate thus far this year, he adds, 
would provide for “ back door” ex­ 
penditures of $3.3 billion. 
“The housing bill, as passed by 
the Senate,” he explains, “would 
completely by-pass the approporia- 
t on process by authorizing $575 
mi lion in expenditures from pub­ 
lic debt receipts, and circumvent 
effective 
appropriation 
control 
over $2,250 million in contract au­ 
thorizations. Likewise, the airport 
till, passed by the Senate, would 
provide $465 million in contract au­ 
thorizations.” 
There are other provisions in the 
Byrd resolution which
